Mr. Orant would have beon willinij to 
have met both parties half way, after 
liaving considered the whole circum- 
stances, and had . hoped 'that aofae satis- 
factory conclusion might have'[beuh ar- 
rived at. • 

Mr. Galbraitb would again repeat his 
opinioh that a recognition of the princi- 
ple of the house's right to repeal 'a pri-' 
vatu bill at will was a most "pernicious 
one. 

Mr. T. Davie wished it to be dis- 
tinctly understood that in withdrawing 



their position of protest against the act. of 
1883, dealing with a private bill having 

been passed withou thoir consent as in- 
terested parties thereto.

Mr. Orr moved the second reading of 
tho hill, lie wished to repeal the necfl?- 
uity of the publication of numicipal by- 
laws in the B. 0. Gazette, being a useless 
and expensive proceeding. 

Hon. Mr. Robson thought the hard- 
ship *as not ao great, because by-laws 
were inserted in tho (Jiizetto at half the 
regular rates, which waa a very low 
schedule. Tho publication of these by- 
laws, moreover, in the Gazette had been 
urged as likely to save the municipalities 
from it, being possible in case of any iili- 
((ationj to admit the Gazette in court as 
furnishing an authorized copy. Ho 
hoped that the amendmonl, which was of 
a rather trivial nature, would bo embod- 
ied in a bdl of a sitiiilar title. 

lion. Mr. Davie was not in favor of 
the proposed ainendment as tending to 
abulish a public reosrd highly useful for 
reference. 

Mr. Draki! took the same view, con- 
sidering that the CDiivenience of the pub- 
lications in the Ga^^otto far aurpuaaed 
their cost. Liu should oppose the mo- 
tion. 

Order was disohargod. 

.MUNIL'IPALITIKH ACT AMKNIIME.NT llll.l,. 
(mu. T. DAVIK.) 
Adjourned committee; Mif. Cowun in 
the chair. An amendment was moved 
by Hon. Mr. l?nbaon which in effect 
made it compulsory thut all table licenses 
in all parts of the province should bo is- 
sued by tho lieoiising board. 

Hon. Mr. Kobson in speaking to tho 
amendment said ho believed in local 
option as the best means of dealing u-iih 
the liquor traffic, fur he believed th(it no 
legislature had a right to force any laws 
of this kind upon any community, and ho 
advanced that in Uhiliiwhack tho jjraotice 
of grantirig tabio liceiisua was tun fre- 
quently taken advantage of by persons 
and used as a cloak to evade the law and 
avoid conviction; that it was a grievance 
tbere^ and it was necessary that tho same 
course should bo applied there as ob- 
tained in Victoria. 

Mr. T. Daviu thought it would bo time 
enough to mako an exception in favor of 
Uhilliwsck when they sent down a petition 
to that effect. But because they might 
desiro an exception was no reason why 
that exception should also bo applied to 
the rest of the province. 

Hon. Mr. Davie was inclined to veto 
against tho ainendment. A licensing board 
had a right*to say that persons who sell 
intoxicants should be compotont to hold 
licenses,; but they had no right to adopt 
tbe.--tyrapioar ciourse of saying that no li- 
oenses at all should bo granted. It was 
simply prohibition, and was tho introduc- 
tion of a principle which dictated to a man 
what he should eat and drink — to deprive, 
perhaps, a hot and weary traveller of 
liquid refreshment becauao a board suppos- 
ed nominally to issue licenses, were in reali- 
ty prohibitionists. 

IVIr. McLeese said the amendment sim- 
ply ainouriied to preventing a traveller 
from taking a glass of beer, because cor- 
tain persona in a community objucted to 
the sale of intoxicants, and he was oppos- 
ed tn such a spirit of dictation. 

The amendment was lost. 

Several ..thor amendments affectitig the 
existing act wore put and h.'st. 

iMr Cunningham moved tho Sunday 
closing clause. Lost. 

Mr. T. Davie expretHed himself as 
strongly opposed to the appointment of 
the chief and assistant engineers nf the 
fire department by tho council. Such 
course might place eflicient ollicors lub- 
ject to retention of odico at tho whim of 
a council, some of whoso members might 
oxort a spirit of favoritism. 

Uon . Mr. Duck suggested that the coun • 
cil bo empowered to dismiss such ofScera 
for cftuee, and leave the question of luc- 
oeaaion to tho ratepayers. 

It was understood that a clause shuuld 
bo framed by Mr. T. Davie. 

Committee reported progress, and asked 
leave to ait agiiiti. 

House adjourned until 2 p. m. to-day 
(Thursday).. .

Mr. McLooso resumed his debate on 
Mr. Oallvaith'B amendment to the m'o-^ 
tien for the house to go into committee of 

supply. Ho represented that the original 
agreement between the Canadian I'acific 
and tho province had been altered during 
recess by tho chief coHimiasionor, who, 
while disclaiming individual r».>»ponsi- 
bility, had agreed that the company 

should be protectftl^^R^-'?^'. '^^^ i^.N*"^ ^° 
tho land granted them for' the extension 

of thoir lino. Ho seconded tho amond- 

lUOIlt. 

Tho amondmoiit, which practically 
amounted to a vote of censure on the 
chief coinmisaionor, upon the ground 
thut he had altered the terms of agree- 
ment, was then put. 

Mr. Boavon s&id the alteration of a 
ilegal agreement (that had been ratified by 
:tKb'HdUs6) without 'CO tiiiU^^^^^^ 



and attempting to sign a bond indemnify- 
ing the railway for all time from claimunta 
to the lan<3i,.,was. strictly illegal,, and tiio 
it'Ut^ority.of the chief cominissioner iu this 
respect did - nut exist, although tho will 
might be present. The fourth ineiuber for 
Victoria city (Mr. Drake) might say "hoar, 
hoar," but it cauio with very bud gracu 
from him as the legal adviser of tho rail- 
way company, and he had no moral right 
to vote on this question, after having in- 
duced the chief commissfoner to chango 
the^ agreement. He thought the provin- 
cial secretary, as a friend of the sijuattors, 
should resign from a ministry which ex- 
hibited such an inimical attitude to set 
tiers on land included in tho extension of 
the line to English Bay. Another objec- 
tion to the bond was that no ponal clause 
had'been inserted in tho event of tho oni- 
ployment of Chinese on the constructicn 
of the lino. Apart from the improvomont 
to the. provincial secretary's property, a^^ 
also that of tho CC.of L A W.s, hecuuld 
not see that any bonotit accrued to any 



the bill .the settlers in no way iresigned [ but private individuals by tho extensic 

~ ' o^ the line. : It was clear that an attempt 
to' change tho agreement had boon made 
by the 0. C. of L. & W., and although 
being illegal it would have no eti'eol, it 
was still a reprehensible and a weary act. 
He was aware that a resolution oi this 
house did not of itself change any ataluto, 
but the agreement was entered into with 
all the.furaiality that 'fh'e bouse could give, 
and that BUthOcity.so far as could be with- 
out an act, had biaen given. It was this 
ratification that was now attempted to be 
overridden. 

lion. Mr. Sniithe said there had bucn no 
ohange to olauao D whieb was ratil'ied by 
the house fully twelve mouths ago. When 
Mr. Buatty was here the agreement had 
been submitted to him, he had agreed to 
it, and Van Hpruehad consented toeudorsc 
whatever Beatty iinderloo'k.though'thi.-- was 
proved ttftorwards he had not done. It was 
because tho so-called H((uatters know tloMr 
chums to be illegal that thcj- had gone U> 
tho liouse instead of to the coiu ts. The 
clause did not refer to the ehiiuis of these 
squalteis, but Van Itonio didn't know this, 
iind thinking that tbeir claims uiiglil bt- 
brought before the courts, he rccogiii/cil 
that the lands, in view of the prior claims 
of tbu Bquatters.might beeomo vaUieloHs to 
tho company. The claims of all bond jUk 
S(iuatter8 had been already recognized, and 
after being assured that there were no kuo .> n 
claims, Van Home natnrally desired that 
clause 9' bo striick oiit. This, ho was an:i- 
wered could not be done, which had moved 
him to ask '.o Iw indemnilioil against any 
claims that might exist, to enable the com- 
pany to bo sure of the lauds as the consul 
eratiou tor extending tbeir line. Healty was 
satisliod that there wore no claims, luit it 
was one thing to bo satislicd one's self and be 
able to satisfy i)thers in ibis regard. The 
government had come to the cuuehision 
that unless this provision— which, ao fur 
as the province was couceru'ed, meant no- 
things — was inserted, the whole thing would 
fall.tp the'grbund. . To the assertion tbAt 
the line was brougEt down iu private in- 
terests he would remind hon. gentlemen 
that private owners had given greater cxm- 
sideratiou for tho extension of llie line 
than the govcruiuont had. Iu the lujiusc of 
Hix months the whole of the iri.OlJI) acres at 
English bay would be for sale by thi< gov- 
iiuont, and be sold ut a figure, not per- 
haps so great as that depicteil by tbu pro- 
vincial BBorotary, but at such uu one as 
would. tbon>u|[hIy repay (he coauiry for 
the grant to the company. As to the vulue- 
lossuess of the agroemont, he would ask 
tho hon. gentleman (Mr. Beaven) if its al- 
teration, being made without the aanctinn 
of the house, was not binding on tliecoun- 
tjy, and yet individually ab.solveJ him i.\Ir. 
Smithe) at the same time, it could po.ssi- 
bly be urged that any chango in the docu- 
ment would atl'ect the rights of the scpiat- 
ters or of the provinc'e V .\s ii iniittor (jf 
fact there were no existing claims- legal or 
otherwise — of sijuatters to thu.so lauds 
and the leader of the opposition 
wasronly mortified |tbat |)he line should 
be suocessfully extended thirteen miles 
noaror to . the city .of --Viptoria, which ho 
(Mr. Beaven) hadithe-^hoDo^ to repre- 
sent. ' ' 

Mr. Semlin said tho inference drawn 
by four-fiftha of the people of British Col 
uinbia was that tho extension of the line 
from Fort Moody had merely beon in the 
interest of private property holders who 
wished to spring from comparative pover- 
ty into full-blown millionaires. Had the 
province waited, it would have been 
found that the nilway company, in \ heir 
own interest, wotild have been (^lad to 
have carried thoir line to Eiigliah Hiiy 
He claimed there had been o change m 
tho agreement, and if there had been 
none why had tho chief commissioner 
been so anxious to diaclaim all peraonal 
responsibility I He hoped tiiat thueu 
who had voted for the original agreement 
with many a mental reservation, would 
gather courage and now vote f(U' the 
amondment. 

Mr. Orant said that the decided stand 
taken by tho C. C. of L. <& W. , when de- 
clining in a telegram to Van Home to 
expunge a clause of the agreement, com- 
pared favirably with tho course he after- 
wards took in entirely giving way to the 
company and promising to indemnify 
them against any claims to the 
land The fact of tlie matter waa that by 
the change in tho agreement — the supiile 
montary agreemunt as Mr. Van ILjrne 
called it — there was imposed on the prov- 
ince tho obligation of fighting all the coin 
pany's battles and bearing the brunt of all 
expense consequent;therepn.. • The change 
had been raa'^e against the best interests 
of tho province, and tho govornnioiit who 
had inadD that change were iiniat blume- 
able. i'hero was alao (no doubt by an 
oversight) no aulhcient provision against 
the employment of Chinese on the work. 
Th&- proposition was to have given the 
company another year for conatruction 
p'rovidiiig they did not employ ChinosB, 
though personally he would have been iu 
favor of granting more land and requiring 
tho completion of the line in tho time 
originally proposed. Ho thuught tho 
company, considering the value of wliat 
they were receiving, should have been 
willing to accept it with tho unafl'cctcd ro- 
tention' of clause of the original agree- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that by no degree 
of misconstruction could the language of 
the''aKre6identi be read as rendering the 
province responsible for all claims brought 
against the company." It was only in re- 
gard to legal claims t'nat the province as- 
sumed responsibility,' and that no such 



tho lino being brought down that 
tho lands becanio enhanceil in value, 
Would the leader of the opposition have 
lot the matter drop when the company 
threatened to abandon tho bargain if the 
province would not give an 
agreement to indemnify the company 
against clainia that did not exist ? 
The course tnken by the governmoiit 
would have been that taken by any sensi- 
ble business man, and the action of u 
man of bualneas wtks'a very good criterion 
of what a government in a transaction of 
this kind should do. There were, more- 
over, no legal claims in respect of this 
land. ' 

Mr. Beaven — Y'ou don't know that. 

Uon. »\Ir. Davie answered that ho spoke 
intelligently of tho-faoC tlnkt searches had 
been made in tho land records, — not in 
regard to st^uattora' claims, because those 
claims were not legal. It might be pos- 
sible the contention of the leader of the 
oj/piiaition that the aupplomoiitary agree- 
ment waa not worth tho paper it waa 
written upon was correct; but if that 
wore so, how could it be said that the 
province was bound down by tho govorn- 
ment having given tliis guarantee. 

Mr. Beaven — I'liat might be; but is 
that an honoralile [losition for a govern- 
ment to (iccui)y ( 

lion., iMr. Uiivio 1 am coming to that. 
Tho company knew what tho npinioii of 
tho government was then they i;aVe 
this assurance, and accepted-. it! with the 
full knowiedL'O that tho government 
di'enicd it valueless, becauae providing 
for an impos-iible cont iugoncy. They had, 
however, desired such a guarantee, and 
agreeably to their . request it had been 
given. 

Mr. Helgeaon thought the province 
had enough to protect itself without un- 
dertaking the same office for a rich com- 
pany. Whatever he might (Hon. Mr. 
Smithe) a.iyj there was no doubt he was 
responsible for any result of the altera 
tion of tho agreement.

aEKMANY. 

ISiHiiiaruk, us ho yrowa older, loses tact 
aud becomes testy. In tliQ Reichstag on 
the 25th instant, referring to criliciams on 
hia recent speech attacking the opposition 
fcr combating the crown's policy in Poaen, 
in which he was accused of meditating a 
roitp d'etat, he reathnned that he was not. 
He warned the Ruiclistug of what might 
bo its fute if it atood in the way of (ior- 
uiany'o progress. Tho bundestag, lie ro- 
niinded his hearers, was founded on treat- 
iea and laws, yet Germany was contented 
to see it fall, and the retehstag might pos- 
sibly have a similar end if it refused to 
fullill its duties to tho empire. The debate 
on tho second reading of the spirit ninnopo- 
ly bill was begun in the reichstag the same 
day. Prince Biamarok insiated upon the 
necessity of increasing the imperial reve- 
nues : 

•'It was impii.ssiblo," he said, "to in- 
croaao the reveniiBa by direct taxation. 
Spirit wiis especially favorable for taxa- 
tion. If the monopoly bill should be re- 
jected, the government would introduce 
a hill to tax the cunsutnption of spirits. 
It was doubtful whether with a majority 
the reicliatag would ever bo the pivot up- 
on which tiornian unity should revolve. 
If tho reichatag did not bettor cuinpre - 
bond its duty, ho feared for the future of 
the empire in tho event of complicationa 
with foreign countrioa, though he aaw no 
immediate dangep. He I'jald. also say 
that he foresaw no immediate danger in 
tho spring of 1K70. If tho strength of the 
empire was likoly to bo put to a severe 
test, tho present was thu time to provide 
for contingonciea. The adoption of tho 
spirit monopoly bill would strengthen, 
while its rejection would prejudice the 
empire. If the reichstag should alia re- 
ject the consumption tax it would be ne- 
cessary 10 introduce a license tax in Prua- 
eiu." 

After a speech by Herr Richter, Prince 
Bismarck again apoko. lie referred to 
Ilerr Richier's attitude of opposition, and 
said,. "If I am reproached with inducing 
the emperor to go to Canessa, I reply that 
he has before this experienced a worse 
Canossa in the reichstag." Tho debate was 
adjourned, but when thu bilk^came to a 
vote only three members cast in favor of it. 

BOOMING INSOLENCE. • 

"When the third reading of the bill to 
incorporate Vancouver came on, it was 
found that a change of sentiment had 
come over the inonibors of the house, and 
the bill was carried by a vote of 13 to 7- 
It is juat as well for th^ house that it did 
'not undertake to carry out the proposals 
of some of its menibera, and throw the 
bill out on account of the name given to 
the new ciry. Tho people of the mainland 
have good memories, and do not forget 
things at once. Any such hostile manifes- 
tations on the part of the house might 
produce a feeling of hostUily that could 
not easily be dispelled," 

The above is from the Coluuibian of 
Wednesday. And still the editor who can 
pen such disgraceful atutt' will riae up when 
his name is called and say that he is not 
sectional 1 "The people of the mainland" 
(that means Coal Harbor speculators) have 
"good memories," have they / Extremely 
glad to hear it. To judge from r.hu inso- 
lent manner in which the Columbian ad- 
dresses the house, one would imagine tiiat 
their memories ure exceedingly defective. 
Leas than twelve months ago ttie house, 
whom the Columbian now insults by 
threatening, voted away more than G,000 
acres of the crown lands as an induce- 
ni6nt to the Canada Pacitic Railway com- 
pany to extend their line to Coal Harbor. 
If there was a spark of gratitude in the 
oompoaition of the Columbian, or if it real- 
ly baa a good memory, it would not forget 
thia important fact, and when the worst 
bill ever placed before the house 
was on its passage through, it would at 
least have refrained from threatening and 
bullying language. But for the considera- 
tion of tho housa the proapecla of tho Coal 
Harbor business would have been dim in- 
deed. The mainlandora should think of 
this and discourage papers like the Colum- 
bian from exhibiting their ingratitude 
and bad manners. 

A FOOLISU BILL. 

A look of honest ustoniahment and in- 
credulity came over tho countenances of 
the membora of the legialature last even- 
ing at 6 o'clock when Mr. Beaven, in 
asking leave to introduce a bill to amend 
the Ijogal Professions Act, explained that 
tho single clause in the bill was to pre- 
vent any barrister or solicitor in this 
province from opposing in the courts any 
measure that might bo passed by tho 
British Columbia legislature. The hon- 
orable gentleman stated that many of tho 
bills passed by tho house were renderdd 
unconstitutional by the action of the law- 
yers in opposing thorn in tho supremo 
court. Ue wanted this atonpod — in 
other words he would make the laws 
enaoted by the provincial legislature aim- 
ilar to those of the Medes and Persians — 
unchangeable. The bill ia unconstitu- 
tional. This lionorable gentleman, in 
hia eager bid for control over the money- 
bags of tho province, is oven willing to 
sacrifice his claim to ordinary intelligence 
and common sense. It was ut first 
thought that the lionorable gentleman 
was endeavoring to perpetra,te an "April 
fool," but he pressed hii point with all 
earnestness, and the bill was allowed to 
bo introduced and passed its first reading 
amid the laughter of the wholu houae. Its 
fate on coining up for a second reading 
to-day is certain; but it is to bo deplored 
that Mr. Beaven should intro- 
duce so wild and unreasonable a measure 
at the last stage »f tho session, and tliua 
take up the time of the membora, aW 
ready too much trespassed upon by 
lengthy debate over matters of no mo- 
ment to the country or the public.

EASTERN STATES. 

St. Louis, April 1.— Six freight trains 
moved out to day and were not molested. 
At East Louis the engineer abandoned 
one train. Tho Knights of Labor execu- 
tive committee have issued an address 
saying that they have been deceived and 
that Hoxie refused to allow Knights of 
Labor to enter railroad employ. The 
address concludes thus: If we ha«e not 
been deceived enough, how much is long- 
suffering lalior to bear I Tlu.'i great 
atriko never would have boon had Hoxie 
condescended niontha ai;o to hoar oiir 
coniplainta. In this country, position 
makes no man a king or slave, and an iin- 
parioua rofuaal on the part of one citi/.en 
to confer with other citizens with whom 
he may have business connections, when 
such refusal begets a great bueinusa and 
social revolution, is not only a niistako, 
but a crime against the public. Ir wo 
cannot be allowed to rotiirn to work, llio 
strike must go on. 

Chairmau Martin Irou.s, A. Coughliin, 
and other members of thu oxecutivo com- 
mittee, when asked for further iuforiiiatiou 
rvgardisig the elVeot of the upponl upon the 
situation, refused positively to discuss the 
rtiibjt'L't. One of the committtio said : "AVo 
have a largo iirmy at l ur foiinnuinl mul ii 
desi)erato lisjlit iilienil of us. tlioifforc \vi- 
ilo uiit propose to t-xposc mir j)laiis until 
they liHvu been porfeottHl. " 

.\bout nooM to-day severiil roprcsi'Mtative 
uiombersof tho niorcbauts' excliiiiigo. head- 
ed by Mr. Francis, mayor of the city, ciiUt'd 
on Governor Ogleaby o( Illinois in Kust St. 
Louis. Speeches were niailo sotting forth 
the situation and urging on hiui the nicos- 
sity of calliug;. out the militia at oiu o to 
restore order and elfect a resumption of 
freight trafUc. The governor replied that 
while he knew tho authorities afEat.t St. 
I..onis were uiiablo to copo witli ilic silna- 
tiuu, the county of St. CXmv was largo and 
pojjulous Olid the powers of the sbei ilV very 
great. These have not beoii exb.iusted.and 
uutil they were lie could not call uijon the 
uiihtary for aid. However, should lio actu- 
ally bo obliged to bring the soldiers here 
they would come for active service and 
reaolute work. 'Ihero would be no UOQBeufi'e 
nor child's play, 

Kansai; City, Apnl 1. — Though strikers 
as a l)ody have not returned to work the 
Missouri I'aoilie freight business is pro- 
gressing more actively .

St. Paul, April 1.- -Deadwood, iJiikotn, 
special to Pioneer Presn: The richest sil- 
ver ore in the largest bodies ever discover- 
ed in the United States has been alrnek iu 
the Iron HiU uiiuo. Much of it assays 10,- 
000 ounces to the ton. A five-foot breast 
has boon ojioueil. 

SOUTHERN STATES. 
BiUMiNCiUA.M, .\la. , April 1.— The 
effects of the freshcta are wor.so than 
telegraphed yesterday, (ladaden reports 
that Coosa river is at its height and still 
rising, with alarming reports from above. 
Railroad bridges on the branch road, be- 
tween Attattla and (Jadsden, are swept 
away, and a number of wash' ut: ire re 
ported on both aides of Attattla Mill, and 
lumber interests of Gadsden have sufTered 
immense damage. Oennesaeo river is re- 
ported out on its bank at several points. 
From Tuscola and Warrior advices are 
serious, though it is believed the worst 
has passed. Many houses on either aide 
of the rirar have been abandoned and 
the trater rushing through the doors and 
windows. Some families occupy the 
upper stories of dwellings, and skill's and 
canal boats are used for transpostation. 
The village of Northport. across tho river, 
is almost submerged. Water is a foot 
aeep in Tuscaloosa cotton factory, and 
work haa to be abandoned. Just before 
dark the wreck of a small houso passed 
down the river and several persons were 
obaorved clinging to the timbers. A 
rescuing party in skiffs started out in pur- 
suit from Tuscaloosa shore and wore 
rapidly borne out of tiight by tho rapid 
current. Many persona living on tho low 
lands below Tuscaloosa had to be rescued 
from their homes in skill's. No calcula- 
lion can yet be made of the amount of 
damage done to farming interests, rail- 
roads and other highways. From every 
place with telegraph facilities come the 
same reports. 

WASHINGTON. 
Wahuinuto.v, April 1. — Tho attention 
of Secretary Whitney was to. day called 
to a cabled report that the London Daily 
News has demanded of the British gov- 
ernment an explanation of a stateniunt 
printed in New York that British con- 
structors and naval ofhcors are iiitorostod 
financially in the construction of the new- 
vessels to be built for the Amoriciiii navy, 
and the News bases its demand on a atate 
ment in New York papers that these 
vessels were to be designed by u syndi- 
cate, of which Sir Nathaniel Barnleo, ex- 
chief constructor of the British navy, 
and Mr. White, present chief constructor, 
and Sir Wm. Armstrong i& Co., are the 
principal members. The secretary said 
there was no truth in the statement.

HotMSTEB, April l.-— W. P, Phillips 
waa arrested to-day on a complaint sworn 
out by W. Dewars, charging him with 
perjury. Phillips is sick in bod. lie 
was the dissenting juror in the Prewitt 
case. More arrests are expected. 

— There was filed 
in the clerk's office of the superior court 
by 'W. H. Barnes, ootinsel for the defend- 
ant in the suit of Sarah Althoa Uill vu. 
Sharon, executor of the estate of William 
Sharon, giyiifg notice to the pluiutiif that 
on April 0th tho defendant would move for 
an order fixing the time for hearing argu- 
ment on defendant's motion for a new trial.

ENGLAND. 

London, April I. — Jlr. .James Bryco, 
under foreign secretary, in answer to a 
question said ipiiot would follow the poli- 
cy inaugurated by tho Marquis of Salis- 
bury in regard to Oreoco. 

Iu ' the bouse of lords Earl Eoseborry, 
foreign minister, staled he understood Kus- 
sia hud arranged to give orders forthwith, 
if they bad not already been given, direct- 
ing the return of the Russian fleet to Suda 
bay. The lleot had left Siula 
bay for the purjiose of revictilftliug 
only, and Russia hud given England a 
most cordial assurance concerning her 
cour.su in the Crook trouble. 

Earl Rosoberry. secretary of foreign af- 
fairs, had a long interview to-day with 
tho Ituesian and Turkish ministers. Tho 
government regards the situation at least 
aa very serious. 

'L'ho cabinet discussed the scheme of buy- 
ing out the Irish huidlords. In couso- 
(lueneooflbo unfavorable attitude of the 
Scotch liberal association, Gladstone pro- 
posed to uiodify bis project iu several par- 
ticulars, but no agroement couhl be reached 
by the cabinet. It now seems probable the 
project will be withdrawn. 

Eleven hundred employt?3 of the Sliaf 
iron works, Lincoln, wont out on a strike 
to-day owing to the announced reduction 
of 7 '. per i;ont. in wages. .loaeph Ruston, 
iM.

It is reported Russia haa iiotilied the 
powers of her intention to occupy Bul- 
garia in the event of Prince Alexander's 
Hnal refusal to accept tho governorship of 
Roumelia for five years only, 

Mr. CoUings haa resigned as secretary 
of llu> local goveriinienl board, in conse- 
(luence of the action of llio Ipswich court 
of invoscigatioii. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg saya 
tho llutaian government has definitoly 
decided to occupy Bulgaria within a few 
weeks unless Prince .Aloxaiidor submits 
to the wiahes of- Russia.

Bkui.in, A pril 1. — The lower house of 
the l*russian diet to-day adopted the tirat 
clause of the Polish bill, placing 100,000,-

for establishing German oolonies in West 
Prussia and Pusen.

ONTARIO. 
ToiiONTO, Out., April 1.— The top floor 
of the Mail buildiiii;, occupied by the 
Bell Telephone company, was destroyed 
by Gra last night.

A crowd 
of boys who hud played truant from 
school to see the sight, had a free tight 
on theC. P. N. Co. 'a wharf for the van- 
tage ground of a seat on top uf a pile. -V 
knot of Frenchmen and Italians got intu 
a dispute about tho respective merits of 
naval vessels, and the discussion came 
nearly ending in the only explosion uf thu 
day.

He was bound to say he thought 
there had been a little crookedness in the 
way ill which the hill had boon brought 
in by the promoters, and that thoy should 
havo come there with a guarantee. Still 
he did not think that was a good reason 
why the present bill should be oppoied, 
and he should vote fur its reading.

LoNDgN, March 22. — Ten days ago 
Samuel Walters and his wife Jane 
were charged at Hammersmith Police 
Court with having caused the death of 
Elizabeth Eronob, the aunt of tbeg fe- 
male prisoner, an old lady of G4. The 
charge was that ber death had been 
caused by exposing her to severe 
weather, in removing her atniglit from 
the prisoners' house to .the house of 
Misa French's brother. The prisoners 
stated tbey bad removed the old lady 
becaiised tbey feared a distress upon 
their house. The magistrate said there 
was no evidence to show any felonious 
intent, and he discharged the prison- 
ers. They were subsequently arrested 
on a coroner's warrant, the jury hav- 
ing returned a verdict of manslaugb- 
ter, and wer« to-day brought before 
the Central Criminal Court, when in 
addition to the former evidence as to 
exposure, the testimony was taken of 
Mary Burns, a servant in the employ 
of the prisoners. iShe stated the deceas- 
ed had been .systenmtically starved to 
death; that the prisoners commenced 
some months ago, when the old woman, 
who was weak in intellect, used to bo 
locked up one day every week without 
food; that after a time she was locked 
up for two days in the week, and that 
lately she was only given food in small 
quantities on alternate days, and her 
health was so broken down that when 
she was removed the male prisoner had 
ti^carry her down-stairs, and that she 
was iiii[jrojiorly clad for the severe 
weather in which she was taken away. 
The prisoners were committed for trial.
